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Doddies Gain Popularity on Pacific Coay 


In company with and through 
the courtesy of Mr. H. O. Harrison 
of San Francisco, it was my good 
fortune recently to visit a number 
of the leading Aberceen-Angus breeding establishments of Califor- 
nia and with the thought that it may be of interest to some of the 
Journal readers, I submit a record of my observations. 

It may surprise our friends in the older established breed cen- 
ters to learn of the progress being made in this newer field where 
less than a decade ago an Aberdeen-Angus beast was regarded as a 
novelty lacking any practical use. That this sentiment has changed 
is shown by the popularity the breed now enjoys in the entire Pa- 
cific Coast country among all classes of beef producers. 

At the University Farm at Davis, the first place visited, we 
saw what is probably the oldest existing pure bred herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus in California. This herd was of particular interest to 
me for the reason that it was my privilege to furnish the foundation 
animals from my Iowa herd in 1911, and it was very pleasing indeed 
to see them again after so many years. 

Of particular interest was Oakfield Lulu, one of the few re- 
maining daughters of Black Woodlawn. Few cows have done more 
for the breed and I think it is safe to say that no cow of any breed 
has equalled her record as a producer of champion steers. Although 
now nearing 20 years of age she still carries her two year old form 
and is still producing. 

From the four original animals purchased by the University 
Farm a moderate sized herd of quality has been’ built up and is be- 
ing maintained under ordin-

The farms of Mr. Harri- 
son, who is probably the 
breed’s greatest enthusiast, 
are ideally suited to the pur- 
pose for which they were ac- 
quired, i. e. the production of 
the very best in Aberdeen- 
Angus that thoughtful mat- 
ing of champions will permit. 

It is needless for me to 
comment on the merit of this, 


Unavoidably there is 
some non-productive land in 
the ranch domain.

that of obtaining a supply of 


great collection of superior 
individuals as I take it all 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are 
more or less familiar with 
Mr. Harrison’s painstaking 
search for quality. Suffice it 
to say that on his two ranches, one containing a little in excess of 
600 acres and the other 9,100 acres, is now quartered a herd of near- 
ly 1,000 head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Situated as they are in the fertile valley of the Sacramento 
River, both of these farms are capable of high production, the prin- 
cipal crops grown being alfalfa and barley. Corn for silage is also 
produced satisfactorily and excellent pasture crops, such as AIfil- 
eria and various species of clover grow in profusion. 

Several thousand acres of the larger ranch is composed of Sac- 
ramento River bottom land, which is extremely fertile and is at in- 
frequent intervals inundated, which adds to its enrichment. Back 
from this are many more acres of gently rolling hill land dotted in 
spots with great oak trees and in still other places covered with 
solid timber, but not heavy enough to interfere to any extent with 
the growing of pasture grasses. 

In this magnificent ranch we find beauty and utility united to 
a degree seldom realized. It is capable of fulfilling its owners ex- 
pectations by furnishing the support for one of the largest and best 
pure bred beef cattle herds to be found any place in the world. 

Too much credit cannot be given Mr. Harrison for what he is 
doing for the breed in the West. His work can fittingly be charac- 
terized as a super-effort intelligently directed. 

On our journey south from San Francisco, by the coast route, 
we passed through some of the most beautiful and productive val- 
leys of the state, including the famous Santa Clara valley. On both 
sides of the highway, which is a part of California’s noted system of

water sufficient for irrigation 
and all other purposes, espet- 
ially during the dry summer 
season. The solution was 
found here, and the plans cal 
ried out successfully, despite all obstacles and difficulties. Storage 
reservoirs with a capacity to insure an ample supply of water for all 
purposes are provided. One of these reservoirs has a capacity of 
12,000,000 gallons and this is kept filled all the time. In addition 
there are two wells operated by windmills near the ranch buildings 
and at various points on the ranch natural springs and tunnels con- 
tribute their flow to cattle troughs. 

Aside from the area devoted to the production of fruit and veg- 
etables amply sufficient for the ranch needs, several hundred actes 
are now under cultivation, affording a liberal yield of corn, oats, 
barley and alfalfa, and as rapidly as possible other large tracts al 
being cleared of brush, wild flowers, weeds and shrubs, so that in 


time a very large area will furnish a bountiful supply of feed for 


the additional live stock. 

In addition to the handsome residence on one of the most at- 
tractive spots on the ranch, which Mr. Peabody occupies at inter- 
vals, the ranch is well equipped with the necessary ranch bul dings. 
These buildings are designed to conform.to the California climat 
which does not require as extensive an outlay as is necessaly m 
colder regions.

In other 
words, although senior and junior calves have received champion 
and reserve champion honors on foot upon numerous occasions, they 
have been barred from competition in the carcass division. — 

‘At the National Western show at Denver the classification pro- 
vides one group for steers over one year old and another for steers 
under one year old. This automatically puts junior and senior year- 
lings in one class and junior and senior calves in the other. Prac- 
tically all of the steers exhibited at Denver are sold in the auction 
Wednesday and the carcasses are judged in the packing house by 
various buyers on either Friday or Saturday of show week. Thus 
the winners of the highest ribbons on foot go into competition with

To illustrate 
the consistency of the judges in se- 
lection to avoid wastiness, two 
years ago, we won the older class 
horn that stood fourth on foot. The 


Baker Senior Yearling Hereford which had been champion Hereford 
at Kansas City and grand champion steer at Denver was not in the 
money because of excess fat and roughness of carcass. The Short- 
horn was a smooth steer carrying ample flesh for the retail trade, 
and consequently, met the eye of judges. 

In the contest recently held the judges found considerable to ar- 
gue over in the calf class. Kenyon Ist, that had been champion Aber- 
deen-Angus steer and reserve champion calf all breeds competing at 
the International was favored by two of the judges; while Tom 
Thumb, a March 1, 1924 calf, but ten months of age, was the pick of 
the third judge. Both of these calves were produced upon the farm of 


the University of Nebraska. 


Photographs were taken showing the 


two carcasses after they were ribbed and these are presented here- 
with. Kenyon before ribbing showed an exceedingly smooth car- 
cass with straight side lines, freedom from waste and beautiful col- 
or, the fat being as white as it is possible to find it on a beef car- 
cass. This calf was a senior dropped in September 1923 and 


weighed 1050 pounds. on 
foot, 700 pounds in the beef. 
Tom Thumb weighed 660 
pounds on foot and 430 
pounds in the beef, thus 
yielding 63.6 per cent where- 
as Kenyon yielded 66.6 per 
cent. Tom Thumb presented 
a very similar carcass to the 
champion of the 1924 show, 
this having been a grade 
Hereford heifer that weighed 
660 pounds on foot and 441 
pounds in the beef. 

While the judges did not 
rib these carcasses at the 
time of the judging, which is 
of course an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance, yet when they 
were ribbed two days later 
the younger steer showing 
surprisingly well in that he 
possessed a very large eye of 
beef and carried much marb- 
ling, much more than was ex- 
pected of so young a carcass. 
Kenyon ribbed a somewhat 
smaller eye of beef and car- 
rid more external covering of 
fat, however, his carcass was 
very highly praised by all 
who saw it and no serious 
criticism was brought after 
seeing it ribbed open. 

In order to have a report 
of these steers from the con- 
sumers we have secured com- 
ments from the several shops 
to which they were sent. 
These are of interest in show- 
ing that the judges knew the 
class of carcass to satisfy 
their trade with. Mr. Heim- 
burger of the National Mark- 
et of Denver, Colorado, writes 
as follows: “The calf carcass 
Tom Thumb was better than 
we expected. It was not 
wasteful in the least. Our 
customers are still asking for 
more of that wonderful beef.” 
Mr. Felling, head of Armours 
Dressed Beef Department, in 
Denver, writes as follows: “I 
had the pleasure of eating a 
steak off of Tom Thumb and 
will say it was the finest 
piece of meat I have ever eat- 
en. It contained every thing

An ex- 
tive committee meeting was held in the afternoon followed by a 
son the meat course consisting of Eastern Produced Beef. Over 
one hundred interested men were present at this gathering and 
listened to many instructive and inspiling talks. 

"President Arthur W. Reynolds, Newton, Conn., acted as toast- 
master for the evening, and in his opening address of welcome ex- 
pressed great pleasure in the interest manifest in this work since 
the organization of the Association last winter, and especially in the 
large number of representative farmers who had come, in many in- 
stances, long distances to attend this banquet, showing conclusively 
that there was a real interest in steer feeding and beef raising in

ton Mass., who had more to do with the successful launching of this 
new association by tactfully uniting under one leadership several 
groups of men all interested in the fundamental business of beef 
production, but who were pulling in slightly different directions

could be done with profit and to, 
good advantage to the farmers. Dr. 
Lowe said that unfortunately for 
the industry the revival was started 
just before the pre-war slump and for that reason had gained but 
little impetus and in many instances the farmers who bought beef 
cattle into New England were discouraged at the outset. The in- 
dustry, under the guidance of the association was now being estab- 
lished on a firm foundation and the government feels that it bids 
well to be highly successful. He said that the department was 
working out plans for educating the public in the technicalities of 
beef purchasing for home consumption and that an exhibit had been 
constructed by the government for the purpose of exhibiting in all 
parts of the country, which portrays the path of beef from calfhood 
until it reaches the consumer. This exhibit he said would probably 
be shown at the Eastern States Exposition this fall. He also said 
that the department seriously considers doing some experimental 
work along the lines of beef cattle raising and feeding on their 
farm in Vermont and that they were prepared at all times to give 
close consideration to any suggestions from interested parties in the 
East along the lines of promoting this industry for this section. 

The methods and costs of feeding beef steers on his tobacco 
farm was discussed by Louis Radding, of So. Manchester, Gonn. He 
pointed out that the value of the manure was ample to make the 
business very profitable to him, and 
that while he did not make as much 


ed, spoke on “Steer Feeding for 
Permanency of Agriculture in the 
Connecticut Valley” laying particu- 
lar stress on the advantage of such 
operations to the one crop farmers 
such as the tobacco and onion 
growers. He said that after he re- 
turned from a recent trip to Europe 
where he had very carefully studied 
the old country methods he was 
convinced that live stock raising 
was necessary to every farm to in- 
sure profitable operations and per- 
manency. He pointed out that this 
section of the country had gone 
down the scale of live stock 1aising 
until it had reached the bottom, but 
he predicted that within the next 


money this year as last he laid the 
trouble to his methods of. feeding. 
He said he felt as yet the business 
Was somewhat experimental as to 
methods of feeding but that as soon 
as each farmer worked out his 
proper method the business was 
sound. He plans to feed steers the 
vear around and that as far as the 
markets went he experienced much 
satisfaction with the way the cattle 
would sell here in the East. He 
had some eastern raised steers and 
some western raised steers.on feed 
this winter and that when market- 
ed in Jersey City the Eastern steers 
had gained twenty pounds per head 
the most and sold for 10c¢ per ewt.

ten years a matked change would 
be brought about in this respect, 
largely from the work that the as- 
sembled association members would 
do. In regard to the tobacco farms : 
in the Connecticut Valley he said that it had been found profitable 
to feed steers solely for the fertilizer they would produce. 

George H. M. Divine, of New Milford, Conn., who is a member 
of the Connecticut Valley Tobacco Growers’ Association and also a 
man who has for a number of years maintained beef cattle on his 
farm for the purpose of producing his own fertilizer, spoke on his 
personal experiences of his own farm. He said that about ten years 
ago when he bought his farm he secured ten dairy cows with it, but 
it was not long before he discovered that the tobacco crop was 
where his real profit was coming from, and that he was using a 
goodly part of this profit to maintain his dairy cows which were 
running at a loss. As a result he sold them off and put on some 
beef cattle. He now has about 50 head of beef cattle and up to the 
present time has paid out no money since he has had them for com- 
mercial fertilizer. He pointed out his tobacco crop had increased 
from an average of 1000 lks. per acre to about 1400 lbs. per acre. 
That his tabacco graded among the very highest of quality of any 
produced in his entire section. 

“Beef Cattle for the East” was the topic spoken on by Mr. Oak- 
leigh Thorne, of Milibrook, N. Y., the owner of Briarcliff Farms in 
Pine Plains, on which he maintains the largest herd of beef cattle 
in the East. He told.of the’ conditions that had to be handled in the 
various parts of the country where beef is raised. He considered 
the industrys’ outlook in the East very encouraging, but said that 
the farmers would have to co-operate together in buying and selling 
as the best prices were realized when the steers were marketed and 
bought in large lots. He urged the members of the association not 
to build expensive barns for the stock but merely build for the pur- 
pose of providing a windbreak for the cattle as they were better 
off with plenty of fresh air and the expense of erecting elaborate 
equipment was out of all proportion to the return. ; 

Dr. C. D. Lowe, of the Department of Agriculture of Washing- 
ton, D. C., told of the recently expressed policies of Secretary Jar-

more than the Western steers. He 
expressed himself as strongly in 
favor of steer feeding by tobacco 
farmers, but that methods must yet 
be solved. He felt that younger steers fed longer periods would be 
more satisfactory. 

Prof. H. L. Garrigus, of Conn. Agr. College, attributed to a 
large extent the interest shown in beef cattle in New England to the 
Eastern States Exposition. He told of the large herds of beef cat- 
tle raised in the region around Buffalo, saying that with such large 
herds so near us, the business warranted careful consideration for 
our sections. He said that when the beef business was originally 
started the foundation was laid from the pure bred breeders stand- 
point which was similar to building the cupola of a barn before 
building the barn, in that the foundation of beef cattle business was 
the yurpose of producing eatable beef. Th only purpose for the 
pure bred herd was to increase the quality of the herds used for the 
purpose of producing the steers for actual beef. He said that he 
felt this association was now started along the right lines as it was 
now laying such a foundation and the pure bred end would therefore 
take care of itself. 

Conditions he noted in Lancaster County, Pa., on a recent trip 
there in connection with the work of the association was discussed 
by S. R. Morrison, Secretary of the Association. He pointed out 
that Lancaster county was the most prosperous farming country 
per square mile of any county in the United States. That the farm- 
ers there, the same as in the Connecticut Valley derived their great- 
est cash income from tobacco but. unlike the Connecticut Valley . 
farmers they feed many beef steers. He said there were approx- 
imately 11,C00 farms in Lancaster County and in 1924 nearly 6000 
oi them fed beef cattle through the winter months. He noted in 
traveling through the County that all farm buildings were in the 
most prosperous condition, showing that the farmers were appar- 
ently making money and that. the young men were all staying on 
the farms. He pointed out that the land values there equalled in 
many cases those of the Connecticut Valley, yet the Lancaster Coun- 
ty farmers were much more prosperous, leading one to believe that 
diversification was the proper method to follow, especially to the 
extent of keeping some live stock on every (Continued on page 12

Part 4—Later Importations

In order to keep our story con- 
nected we must digress here for a 
little while in order to discuss the 
importations which were made by 
Mr. McGregor a few yeais ago. After he had secured Leroy 3rd of 
Meadowbrook and a few good females from American herds, he be- 
gan to look to Scottish herds as a desirable place to seek more im- 
proved blood. Accordingly 1909 found him in Scotland going 
through the best herds in search of some real outstanding animals. 
Hie was accompanied on that tiip by his eldest son Hilton, who is

now supervising the business at Brandon. On the tour through 
Scotland Mr. George Sinclair, manager of Dalmeny Home Farm, 
was of great assistance to Mr. McGregor. Mr. Sinclair assisted him 
with his selections and at the same time he made it his business to 
see that everything was made very convenient for the visitors. 

: First Importation. 

That first trip to Scotland resulted in the purchase of ten head 
of outstanding animals. They were selected for their blood lines as 
well as for the individuality which they possessed and everyone of 
them has had a great influence on the herd. One of the most im- 
portant purchases made on this occasion was “Violet 3rd 
of Congash” the cow that had been the female champion

With Esteril came “Erica of Dalmeny 2nd” anoth - 
Enchantress and “Lucretia of Dalmeny 9th” a Drumin Lucy mi 
both by “Ebbero.” Three daughters of such a bull was a wonderful 
addition to the breeding females at Glencarnock. It was early in 
March 1910 when the consignment of cattle described above 
arrived in Canada. After they had passed quarantine and 
arrived at the farm several of them were steadily prepared 
for the show circuit and during the summer of 1910 they 
appeared at many shows and finally at Chicago Interna- 
tional, where “Violet 3rd of Congash” was the second prize 
cow being defeated only by “Barbara McHenry 24th” 
shown by W. A. McHenry. “Edith Erica” went to the top 
of the junior yearling class at the same show after Winning 
throughout the season in Manitoba. “Cur Pretty Rose” 
had been the winner in the two-year-old class throughout 
the Canadian circuit, but she stood third at Chicago in a 
very strong class. During the summer of 1911 the herd 
was maintained on the Canadian show circuit, but did not 
return to Chicago that year. 

é 1912 importation. 

The second importation was brought over in 1912 and 
was much stronger in bulls than the previous one. Among 
the bulls purchased was “Just Jeshurun of Morlich” from 
the herd of George Cran, Morlich, and by the great sire 
“Jeshurun.” He was a big massive bull and was immed- 
iately put in the breeding herd. Mr. Otto V. Battles was 
much impressed with this bull when he saw him at Glen- 
carnock in the summer of 1912. An accident in which he 
was killed cut short a great breeding career for this bull. 
“Expert of Dalmeny” was from the Dalmeny herd and was 
an excellent Erica bull. As a yearling he was one of the 
greatest bulls in Scotland. After he had been purchased 
by Mr. McGregor an excellent offer was made for him by 
an Argentine buyer, but it was refused and “Expert” came 
to Canada. The writer saw him at the farm of Noble Smith near 
Souris, Manitoba, just two vears ago and for ali I know he may 
still be living. “Evreux of Harviestoun” was certainly the greatest 
of the bulls imported although at the time that he was secured he 
did not look the part. It was not until after he was two years of 
age that breeders began to take notice of him and finally as a five- 
year-old he was sold to head the Caldwell herd at $4500. He was 
grand champion bull at the Kansas City Royal that year, but he 
was taken sick and died soon after. “Evreux” had for sire “Prince 
of the Wassail” certainly rated as one of the best sires that ever

Many 
Journal readers will recall the winner in the cow class 
at the 1912 Inteinational and that was “Violet.” 
“Edith Erica” a beautifully bred Enchantress Erica was 
one of the best heifeis secured, being brought out as a 
yearling. She later won many important prizes includ- 
ing a first at Chicago, which we will discuss later in this 
story. “Erica’s Effoit” was a real good Chieftan-Tro- 
jan Erica that did exceedingly well for Mr. McGregor. 
“Our Pretty Rose” was a Rose of Westeitown that had 
won exceptional honors in the old country including a 
championship at Perth. She came from the Countess- 
Dowager of Seafield, Cullen House, Banffshire, Scot- 
land. The two heifers previously mentioned came from 
the same herd. From the herd of Alexander Strachan, 
Wseterfowlis, Alford, Aberdeenshire, Scotland, Mr. Mc- 
Gregor secured “Eniteo” a magnificent Eisa Erica by 
the great old bull Enjoiner and “Bonnie Bouquet 6th” 
by the Erica sire “Erotic.”

Meat Consumption. 


The rapidly growing population of the 
United States is a factor to be seriously con- 
sidered in looking to the future of our meat 
supply, according to R. M. Gunn, Bucking- 
ham, Iowa, of the Corn Belt Meat Produc- 
ers’ Association, and a director of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board. 

Mr. Gunn in commenting on the slight de- 
crease in per capita meat consumption for 
1924, as revealed recently by Government 
figures, attributed this drop of approximate- 
ly one pound to the advance in population, 
which is estimated to be about 1,500,000 an- 
nually. He pointed out that in the instance 
of 1924, population slightly outdistanced 
meat consumption figures. The per capita 
consumption of beef and veal for the year 
stood at 70.9 pounds; that of pork was 88.8 
and lamb and mutton was 5.2. These figures 
show a decrease of approximately two 
pounds in pork as compared with the pre- 
vious year, while beef and veal advanced one 
pound, and lamb and, mutton remained sta- 
tionary. The total consumption of dressed 


meat for the year was 164.9 pounds, while 
the figure for 1923 was 166.0. “It must be 
remembered,” said Mr. Gunn, “that 1923 far 
outdistanced all previous records in meat 
consumption, setting a mark which was dif- 
ficult to maintain.” 

On the other hand, the Buckingham man 
quoted figures showing that 1924 stood out 
as the world’s record for meat animals 
slaughtered in spite of the fact that 1923 re- 
tains the high mark for meat production, He 
explained this condition as due to the fact 
that animals averaged several pounds light- 
er per head during the past year, as fatten- 
ing was restricted somewhat on account of 
high corn prices. 

“There is no question in my mind,” said 
Mr. Gunn, “that meat will always retain its 
popularity as the center around which the 
meal is planned. However, there are indi- 
cations that meat animals, as well as feed, 
are not as plentiful as they were a year 
ago.” Considering continued advance in pop- 
ulation, which is inevitable, he predicted a 
somewhat shorter supply of meat for the 
immediate future.

He brought out some observations he 
made up around Buffalo in some experimen- 
tal feeding of steers conducted by the Park 
& Pollard Company there which indicated 
there was a possibility of decreasing the 
costs of rations fed our steers by feeding 
lower priced grains yet securing satisfactory 
gains. He said that while the work car- 
ried on so tar Jacked sufficient volume to be 
conclusive it certainly opens up an oppor- 
tunity for our experimental stations to de- 
termine its value if there was any aesire on 
their part to be of value to the real dirt 
farmer. Certainly with the backing of the 
Mass. Dept. of Agriculture and the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture these experiment 
stations and colleges should not hesitate 
much longer in putting themselves behind 
this work to the exient of at least carrying 
on some experiments in. such cases where 
they are so obviously needed.

Livestock Conditions in Arizona. 

While much of the desert section of the 
district is dry and brown much encourage- 
ment is derived from the fact that notwith- 
standing the conditions of drouth prevailing 
over the state spring feed has made remark- 
able advance at the higher elevations, espec- 
ially in the national forests, and there is a 
good prospect for adequate feed during the 
spring months. Improvement in the range 
is sufficient to justify the movement of 
sheep to summer range by driving rather 
than by rail as was feared might be neces- 
sary previous to the recent rain. Serious 
range conditions con’inue in Southern Ari- 
zona and Southwestern New Mexico where 
feed and water aie very poor and losses 
numerous. The report from Fort Bayard, 
New Mexico, indicates that range and stock 
conditions are steadily growing worse. In 
the Douglas section feed and water are 
scarce and animals in poor condition. Water 
is plentiful in the White Mountains and feed 
and stock in fair condition. Water is plenti- 
ful for all purposes at Pinedale and new 
feed is proving helpful; cattle are reported 
as fair to good. Several thousand feeders 
have been shipped to the Yuma irrigation 
project from Southeastern Arizona.—Cali- 
fornia Cultivator.

He worked over this placfng con- 
siderably and without question regarded it 
as close. In the afternoon a committee of 
three cattle buyers selected the grand cham- 
Pion and reserve grand champion steer from 
a group of six including the champion and 
reserve champion of each of the three beef 
breeds. When the smoke had cleared Royal 
Sunbeam the reserve champion Aberdeen- 
Angus was wearing the purple while the re- 
serve champion Hereford was reserve grand 
champion, and the reserve champion Short- 
horn landed next to him. Kenyon ist did 
not even get a favorable look for some un- 
accountable reason. The ringside talent had 
the two black steers doped as the best of the 
six. Even adherents of other breeds grant- 
ed this, Royal Sunbeam could be put over 
Kenyon without illicting complaint. But it 
was pretty hard to understand the judges 
going any further.
